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Or, 3 Decerber 1950, there were no indications of extending the runways of the 
“isnar (1. SU/T 9) airfield from the edge of the field. The runways appeared 
to be in good condition. Several locsl residents said that they Imew nothing 
alout any construction bein: done at the field. A warning sign on the road 
to the field bore the inscription: "Off limits, firing practice." A wooden 
tover, acout 7 meters high, was in the southvestern corner of the field.
